The Now York Herald has in- 
formation that tin; democratic governor of 
Oregon refuseti to i^suo a certificate of the 
election of Walts, a postmaster voted for ns 
n presidential elector, who would have been 
entitled to tho cortificnte tad ho not boon 
ineligible. In the similar cose in Vermont 
the stato canvassers decided that their duties 
were merely ministerial, and Sollace, the in- 
eligible postmaster, receives a cortilicato of 
election ou the presumption that he will not 
iervo and that the other electors will fill the 
vacancy wilh a republican. liul (ioToniur 
Urover, of Oregon, intends lo give a cerlili- 
oato to Coghlan, tho democrat receiving tlie 
llighost number of votes,aud on the strength 
of tins certificate Ooghlnn will seek to act 
with the Electoral College nnd cast his vote 
for Tilden and Hendrk-ks. The republicans 
will attempt to prevent this by judicial ac- 
tion but they miry not succeed, nnd in tlmt 
case Mr. Tilden will havo a majority of the 
electors on the face of Iho certificates sent 
to the president of tho Senate to bo counted. 


Sach'a contingency would necessitate a 
hange of programme ou tho port of the re- 
publicans. It bns sonraed to be their inten- 
tion, of late, to tako tho ground that tho 
certificates sent front tho several States are 


onclusivo evidence of the choice of electors 
and that neither tho President of the Senate 
nor Congress has nny authority to go behind 
them. This would bo n safe position for 
tho republicans if tho electoral votes of the 
threo disputed States sufficed to elect Ifayes. 
Hut it would avail them nothing if Tilden 
should liavo a majority in the other Slates. 
If tho Electoral College of Oregon gives two 
votes for Hayes and one for Tildon tho only 
possibility of defeating Tilden lies in reject- 
ing tho ono democratic vote from Oregon. 
To do this tho republicans will bo forced to 
change their tactics nnd to discard tho doc- 
trino that tho regular certificatos received 
by tho President of tho Senate aro conclu- 
sive. But if Congress con go behind the 
Oregon certificates they can also go behind 
tho certificates from South Carolina. Florida 
and Louisiana, and tho republicans will be 
eijuiuly At sea -whether they maintain that it 
requires both bouses to reject an electoral 
vote or only ono. IE it requires the consent 
of both tho House will decline to reject the 
disputed Orecon voto and Tilden will havo a 
majority.

An exchange gives us some statistics re- 


garding the whaling business of the country, 
which ought to be of special interest at this 
time, inasmuch as this industry has re- 
ceived-a fresh shock from the damage re- 
ported done the North Pacific fleet. In 1870 
thirty-three whaling vessels were ground to 
pieces by the icebergs of the Arctic seas, 
and this year a do?.en more suffered the same 
fate. 
The whaling fleet as it hns survived 


all these recent misfortunes numbers ISO 
vessels in this country, of which 1110 belong 
to New Bedford, 2! to Provincetown, 6 to 
Boston and 15 to New london, the other 
dozen being distributed about various ports 
of the country. A large proportion of these 
are now engaged in hunting the sperm 
whale. During the past year three of the 
largest sperm whales -were taken by New 
Bedford whalers. They yielded respective- 
ly 1S9, Ifil and 102 barrels of oil. One lit- 
tle New Bedford schooner, which went out 
last December, returned a month ago with a 
net profit of §SOOO for her owner. The av- 
erage value of whaling vessels is abou 
000, and the total capital invested in New 
Bedford in this industry is probably over 
?5,000,000. Massachusetts is essentially the 
whaler state, and there is enterprise enough 
there to stick to the business as long as any- 
thing can be made from it.
